flame. The glass tube is heated with a spirit Jamp, and metallic Arsenic forms 
from the gas.

Mayor Kreismann announced Thurs- 
day that the city would “clean up’”’ the 
district condemned by charity workers 
and experts in housing conditions. The 
i method he favors, is to push the con- 
struction of street-and alley pavements | 
on the, tkeory that well- built and clean: 
streets will bring better buildings and 
make it easier for the health authori- 


The Mayor said numerous attempts 


had been made to improve the streets 
and alleys in the Ghetto district, but 
that these had been impeded by the 
property owners who had put every 
possible legal and personal obstacle 
in the way of the city’s efforts. 

“But now,” he said, ‘“‘the time has 
come for the city to act, whether the 
property owners are willing or not. The 
welfare of the whole city demands it.’’ 

Sanitary Is Hindered, 

In the present condition of streets and 
alleys, the Mayor and health officers 
say, sanitary work is almost impossible. 
Garbage collection is difficult and as 
traffic grows the tonditions tend to 
grow worse, It is pointed out that the 
worst of the tenements front on un- 
paved. dirt streets and that the construc- 
tion of brick and asphalt pavements on 
other streets has been followed by an 
improvement in the character of the 
buildings. 

An effort is now being made by the 
Health Department to compel the in- 
stallation of garbage receptacies 
throughout the district as a means of 
stopping the most flagrant sanitary 
evils. 

Police Deny Responsibility. 

Answering the statement of Health 
Commissioner Bond that the police are 
responsible of conditions in the slums, 
Chief Young and Capt. Schoppe of the 
Carr Street District, declare that no 
less than 400 complaints have been filed 
with the Health Board by the police on 
which no action has been taken. 

“The police,” said Chief Young, “are 
doing their duty. Wherever a condition 
is found that warrants police investiga- 
tion, a report is at once forwarded to 
the Health Board. It is then up to the 
Health Board for action.’’ 

“T have made #0 complaints within 
the year,”’ said Capt. Schoppe, ‘“‘and in 
not one instance has the patrolman who 
made the investigation been served with 
a subpena to appear in a court proceed- 
ing. What becomes of the complaints 
I don’t know.”

WAGES ARE DISCUSSED 


Nation-Wide ‘Move -+to.. In- 
crease Salaries Is Ap- 
proved at Session. 


The vigorous games of the play- 
ground lay the. ‘foundation for 
strength and vigor and a merry heart 
‘doath good like medicine,’ according 
to the statement of Lee F. Hammer, 
associate director of the department 
of chila hygiene of the Russell Sage 
Foundation, at a joint sectional meet- 
ing Thursday ‘in the Central High 
School, in connection with the Na- 
tional Conference of Charities and 
Corrections. 

“There is a real connection between 
health and playgrounds,” he said. “In 
the first place they afford an oppor- 
tunity for the children to get fresh 
air and sunshine, which have proven 
so vital to health, and consequently 
to mental and moral development.” 

He illustrated the hardships that had 
to be overcome to convince’ parents 
that growing children need plenty of 
air and. amusement, as well as book 
learning, by telling.a story of a teacher 
in a country school. 

“The teacher did not like to be cooped 
up in a schoolroom on pleasant days 
and decided that probably the children 
didn’t either,”’ he related. ‘‘So he took 
the pupils into the fields, up on the 
hillside and down to the brook. Dur- 
ing these trips he taught them history, 
geography, geology and zoology and by 
composition and problems he taught 
them the ‘three r’s’ as well. The com- 
munity was not accustomed to this plan 
of school teaching and parents joined 
with directors. in saying that this fool- 
ishness must stop. But he persuaded 
the county superintendent to examine 
his pupils and he came out with ‘colors 
fiying.”’ 

To Eliminate Blindness. 
The elimination of midwives, or their 


education and supervision as in Euro- 
pean countries, was recommended by 
Miss Carolyn Van Blarcom of New York 
in an address Thursday at Lecture Hall, 
Y.: Mw as 

For the prevention of blindness she 
urged “legislation, concerted action of 
doctors and laymen, and educational 
work of such a nature and extent that 
the public will appreciate the gravity 
of the situation, and that mothers know 
that ‘sore eyes’ in newly born children 
are not natural, will not heal of them- 
selves, and that infantile blindness is 
not a result of divine dispensation.”’ 

This recommendation was approved by 
Dr. M. H. Post of St. Louis, who said 
that there are 64,000 blind persons in the 
United States, 16,000 of whom are said to 
have been ‘“‘blind from birth.” All of 
these cases could have been prevented 
by a very simple expedient, he said. 

That.a nation-wide movement for rais- 
ing wage scales in many industries has 
fet in and that there is a quickening of 
the conscience of the averagé American 
citizen in relation to the problems aris- 


ing from underpaid labor, was declared 
‘by Prof. Robert C. Chapin of the De- 


partment of Economics of Beloit Col- 
lege, Wisconsin. 

He showed that in the industries and 
localittes where low wages prevail, there 
are always found the nattral concomi- 
tant of overcrowding in tenements or the 
crowding of homes with lodgers, depend- 
ence upon the earnings of; mother and 
children and ‘eta tea debt and destitu- 
tion. 

Minimum wage beards were suggested 
by the Rev. John A. Ryan of St. Paul 
as a solution of many industrial prob- 
lems. - 


Money for Boulevards Lil Spent. 
The expenditure’ of money in . con- 


structing, extensive boulevard systems 
in large cities could better be invested 
in piaygrounds in crowded sections, ac- 
cording to Prof. Thomas J. Riley, di- 
fector of the St.. Louis School of Social 
Economy. He spoke Wednesday night 
at-the. general session of the National 
Conference of Charities and, Corrections | 
at the Central. High School in a discus- 
sion of “The School and the Commun- 
ity.” 

He classed as. ‘‘extravagant'’ the great 
outlay. of’ money for boulevards and 
parkways in cities.where there is a cry- 
ing need of places where children can 
play. He also recommended a com- 
plete change in the present public school 
system, declating that children now are 
prepared for the high school and the 
university, but not for life. He said he 
believed in the most advanced system 
of manual training, including the instal- 
ation of shops for teaching trades in the 
schools. 

Landlords were declared to be re- 
sponsible for bad conditioris in the tene- 
ment districts by several speakers at 
the Housing Committée .conference at 
the First Congregational Church. This 
meeting was attended by the sanitary 
experts who made a tour of the “‘Ghet- 
to’’ Monday afternoon and called it ‘the 
“Plague spot of America.” :

Speaker Tells Electricians 
That Bigotry Hinders 
Development. —

capitalists who wish to appropriate the 
according to 


addressed’ the National Electric Light 
Association Thursday morning at the 
Coliseum. ahi ek 

In an officiai report during the presi- 
dency of Theodore Roosevelt, Herbert 
Knox Smith, Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions, accused Doherty of aiming to 
seize and trustify the water power of 
the United States. He controls 60 public 
service corporations from his New York 
office, and his extreme opinions have 
caused him to be known as “the high 
priest of the divine right of trusts.” 

He engaged in a debate on public 
utilities recently with Frederick’ W. 
Lehmann at the Mercantile Club, and 


in the judgment of his hearers emerged 


with many controversial abrasians. 
Coal Needed for Fertilizer. 

Doherty declared to the electrical men 
that the time is imminent when this 
country will be forced to utilize all of 
its resources, not for the production of 
power, but for the generation of nitro- 
genous fertilizers. m Neu of coal-en- 
ergy, he asserted we shall be compelled 
to rely upon water power. Before de- 
veloping this theory, the speaker paused 
to pay his respects to Pinchot. 

“If President Taft will call in men 
trained in the school of responsibility,"’ 
said Doherty, “who have carried on the 
development work of the country; he 
will find that true conservation means. 
something more than publicity for ficti- 
tious stories, the closing of public lands 
to the development of farm products 
and the petty bickering and mud- 
Slinging of public officials. 

“I am not attacking Mr. Pinchot. I 
merely say that he adopted a subterfuge 
to withdraw many water power sites 
from entry and attempted to evade the 
law. After my address before the 
American Institute of Engineers, Mr. 
Pinchot admitted on the stand .that in 
many of his important contentiens he 
was mistaken. 


Denounced as Traitors. 
“Unfortunately, our whole conserva- 


tion movement became embodied in the 
personality of one man and those who 
could not agree with his intolerant 
opinions have been denounced as traitors 
to the public cause. 

“A busy administration backed by a 
busy public stands sponsor'for a grand 
movement to conserve the national re- 
sources, but the movement has been 
prosecuted in a manner which is de- 
feating the object sought and making 
it an object of ridicule and contempt 
among those in intimate touch with it.” 

Water Power Trust a Giant. 

Turning to his main theme—the ap- 
proaching necessity of using all our 
coal for producing fertilizers—the speak- 
er declared that “a trust which could 
control the gigantic development of our 
water powers would make the United 
States Steel Corporation look ‘like a 
street peddier’s cart compared with a 
department store.’’ 

“Our fuel beds,” he continued, “are 
not only the means of producing poger, 
but they may be regarded as im se 
beds of fertilization as well. As this 
fuel is mined and used for power puf- 
poses, nothing is realized from it as a 
fertilizer; but such of the coal as Is 
distilled into gas yields approximately 
five pounds of ammonia to the ton. This 
is worth from 10 to 50 cents a pound. 
The natural beds of nitrogen’ fertilizer 
are practically exhausted. 

Electricity on the Farm. 

Herman 8. Russell of Rochester spoke 
on electricity on the farm and insisted 
that if the Eastern farmer expects to 
get as big returns as his Western com- 
petitor he must ‘adopt the» Western 
man's progressive methods. He says 
the salvation of the Eastern farmer Its 
supplementary irrigation. He thought 
that the farmers in the East had come 
to the point of realizing that there is 
as much wisdom in insuring the crop as 
there is in insuring one’s house against 
fire, : 

“It is clear to anyone who has studied 
irrigation in the West,” he sala ‘‘that 
much of the future irrigation work will 
be done with. the aid of pumping and 
that eletcricity is the most” suitable 
power for this purpose, ; 

“When we consider that the United 
States is rapidly losing its importance as 
an. exporter of farm products, and that 
we are already commencing to import 
large quantities of them, the importance 


of conserving our fuel supply becomes 


apparent if considered. only Yrom its 
value as a fertilizer.” )

‘ James A. Reed of Kansas City, chief 
opponent of David R. Francis in the 
United. States senatorial. race, an- 
nounced unqualifiedly Thursday that he 
and his friends throughout the State 
Will. support Joseph. ‘V.. Folk. for.,the 
Democratic nomination for President. 

Politically, Folk and Reed have nét 
been considered friendly. They were 
rival 'cané@idates for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor six years ago. 
Folk’ won after a campaign of intense 
politica] bitterness. 

In a formal statement, Reed says 
whatever differences may have existed 
were buried at the recent Kansas City 
get-together conference and it is now 
up to all factions to lay aside personal 
bickerihgs and restore “Missouri to the 
Democratic column. 

Reed’s prompt avowal of the Folk 
precidential candidacy is considered sig- 
nificant. 3 

Folk Not After Senatorship. 

Folk’s tremendous political following 
outside of the cities has been wavering 
between Francis and Reed, Folk having 
practicaliy made known that he wiil 
not seek the senatorship. Francis has 
declined to discuss Folk as a presidential 
pessibility. Reed not only talks about 
Folk, but gives his old political .enemy 
credit as a tariff reformer, a law en- 
forcer and ‘‘a man to whom the people 
are indebted.’’ 

In the judgment :of many political 
leaders Reed’s i[ndorsement practically 
assures Folk-the Missouri delegation for 
President. His statement follows: 

On Jan. 8 the Democrats of the 
State of Missouri assembled in Kan- 
sas City in one of the largest and 
most enthusiastic meetings ever held 
in this State and without a dissent- 
ing voice it was there determined 
that every vestige of jealousy, fac- 
tionalism and dissension should be 
obliterated, and the energies of the 
party directed against Republicanism 
in Missouri. I took occasion at that 
time to express my ful accordance 
with the sentiments of the meeting. 

I referred to Gov. Folk personally . 
and said I was ready to take him by 
the hand and unite with him and all 
other. good and loyal Democrats in 
an effort to make the Democra¢y 
supreme in Missouri.

Folk is entitled to the backing of 
this State and will, in my opinion, 
receive it. The Democratic party ‘is 
united. Every element is working 
harmoniously to redeem Missouri.

There is a good deal of discussion at this ‘time 
over the unit: That is, as to whether the power 
to regulate the lqtor traffic shall be-vested in 
the town, in the precinct, in the county, in the 


| State or in the nation. 
I hold that every unit ought to have authority 


to act on this subject, except as it is restrained 
by a larger unit. That is, that the block, the 
ward, the city, the precinct, the county, the State 
and. the Nation should have the undisputed right 
to exclude the sale of liquor within its limits, 
or to fix such restrictions upon the gale of liquor 
as the people of the unit may deem necessary 
for their protection and welfare, I believe also 
that the larger unit has a right to control the 
smaller one on this as on other subjects, 

In the control and regulation of the liquor traf- 
fic, Mr. Bryan repudiates not only the principle of 
local self-government, but of State government. 
The smaller unit is subject to the will of the 
larger unit. The city should control the ward, the 
county the city, the State the county, and the 
nation the State. Thus we find Mr. Bryan going 
far beyond state-wide prohibition and advocating 
the elimination of all state rights. He believes 
in nation-wide prohibition. The people of the 
United States should regulate the personal con- 
duct of the people of the different states and ‘lo- 
calities. 

Under this amazing theory of Mr. Bryan, what 
becomes of the principle of home rule? Fol- 
lowed to its logical conclusion, it would wipe 
out all state lines and destroy state government. 
Everything would be governed by Washington. 
This is a far leap from Democracy. 
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Present indications are that Mr. Wickersham is 
going to put the Sugar Trust officials in a hole. 
If he can be prevented from presenting them with 
the hole, it will be a distinct triumph.

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NEW ORLEANS AND SAN FRANCISCO, 

The 110 members of the Louisiana Legislature, 
accompanied by numerous State officials and -a 
delegation from New Orleans, have gone to Wash- 
ington to urge that New Orleans be chosen as the 
site of the exposition to celebrate the opening of 
the Panama Canal. A law has been passed pro- 
viding for a special tax levy of $4,000,000 in the 
State. Another million has already been sub- 
scribed in New Orleans. 

San Francisco, the other claimant to the honor, 
raised $4,000,000 at the first meeting of its busi- 
ness men and $1,000,000 has since been subscribed 
with no action by the State as yet. The Pacific 
coast metropolis has been a little ahead of New 
Orleans, atid it has the advantage of greater 
wealth. But New Orleans is in deadly earnest. 

It will be an embarrassing situation for *the 
nation’s lawmakers, with no compromise possible. 
There can be only one celebrative exposition. New 
Orleans has the advantage of proximity not only 
to Panama but to the center of population. If 
accessibility is considered a factor and the pur- 
pose is to place the exposition where it may be 
visited by the greatest number of people, New 
Orleans’ advantages are plain. San Francisco’s 
isolation is a serious handicap. The certain thing 
is that there is to be an exposition. It seems to 
be the one method available of expressing national 
satisfaction over a great achievement. 
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That St. Louis is better able to hold an interna- 
tional exposition in 1915 than either New Or- 
leans or San Francisco is true; but there re- 
mains the question: Does she wish it?

Busy 
Bill has enjoyed many decades of per- 
fect: health, notwithstanding a career 
that led him into combat almost daily. 
Clark was brought up in the stern 
school of the old county fair, in the 
British Isles’ where he took On any 
and all who cared to take a try for 
the small money purse given him whe 
could stay a certain’ number of rounds. 
Bill was a good jad, in those days 
and his scant earnings from his hard 
knocks went to the support of a needy 
family. It was rough going, but Bil) 
took and gave with a will, and in 
time became the best of his class. He 
remained. in the game a long time 
too, and if there’s anything to the 
“brutal” argument he ought to have 
gone into early decline. 
A Good Old Ruin. 
UT Bil) didn’t, and here he is to- 
day, at an age when many of 
the opponents of fighting have 
long since ceased to cast shadows

Prize fighting is not half as severe a 
punishment as many persons imagine. 
As a matter of fact, there will be more 
gruelling endured Sunday night at the 
Glympic Theater, when Zbyszko and 
Charley Olson meet on the wrestling 
mat, than there is in a champiorship 
fight.

The solar plexus 
blow causes most of the pain endured 
in the ring and even that is but of mo- 
mentary duration. 

That Gotch-Hack Affair. 
UT take the wrestling game—for 
= example the Gotch-Hackenschmidt 
match, where the American tor- 
mented a great iron-bodied man into 
helplessness. Picture to yourself one 
of the strongest men in the whole werld 
—that was Hackenschmidt when Gotch 
faced him. Picture that man at the 
close of the bout, helpless, so utterly 
exhatisted that he could not fore his 

runished limbs to further effort. 

Hackenschmidt endured more in that 
contest than Battling Nelson has under- 
gone in all his career. But because it 
does not show so plainly it is not con- 
si¢cered objectionable by the reform 
hosts. Tne punishing holds in wrestling 
are the acme of cruelty. The strangle 
hold had to be barred. The hammerlock 
and the toe hold are inhuman grips that 
compel submission or insure a broken 
bone. A wrestler on “top” of his foe, 
by locking his hands and gouging them 
into the pit of his opponent’s stomach, 
can almost inflict a kncckout  bilow. 
Thousands of petty punishments are ad- 
ministered in the mat: game, designed to 
exhaust both the physique and the pa- 
tience of opponents. The straight lev- 
erage holds, on which the game was 
based, cause very few falls, today. 

If it were simply the danger or cruelty 
or brutality of boxing that wére object- 
ed to in sport, other branches would 
have to cuffer before boxing. The whole 
objectionable feature of fighting lies in 
the fact that’ the first intent of the 
game is injury to an opponent. In other 
sports the injuty is incidental, while in 
boxing it is sum total of the game. 

Bill Clark, Jem Macs and hundreds of 
other Instances can be cited to show 
that boxing does not permanently mar 
the physique of the fighter. Here and 
there one goes early, but it is generally 
the result of bad habits, not of ring 
beatings.
